And by Proteſtantiſm, the Church of Zxgland un- 
derſtands, the Pious DodQrine of the Xing's Supremacy 
in Oppoſition unto that of the Pope's; Kok whoe-

Wherefore, Once again, We requeſt the Reconci-

*« Church when corrupted, and to Prote& the ſame 
* when Reformed. | 

This is the Supremacy which the German Princes 
( being the firſt Reformers ) Aſſumed to themſelves , 
exerciſing their own Authority, in Ordering and Set- 
ling Church-Matters within: their own Dominions. 
And becauſe they all Prozefted againſt the Pope's Su- 
premacy, and Defended that of their own, Therefors 
were they called Proteſtants. | 

In like manner, XA:ng Henry the Eighth was th 
firſt Proteſtant Prince in England, for no other Rea- 
Aon; But becauſe he was the firſt Xing of England 
( ſince the Reformation) who ſtrenuouſly vindicated 
his Own Regal Supremacy, And Proteſted againſt the 
Pope's Uſurpation and Tyranny over Kings and their 
Subjects. | 

For which the Pope of Rome Excommunicated X7xg 
Heury the Eighth, and Branded him with the Name 
of Heretick and Proteſtant. 

And notwithſtanding Xi»g Henry's being a perfe& 
and Rigid Papift, in all points of Doctrine, according 
to the Church of Rome; yet, becauſe he Aſſumed his 
.Own Supremacy, and Abjured that of the Pope's, he 
is Therefore ſtyled ( and that very truely ) 

A Proteſtant : 

And our Statute-Laws call all them who deny the 
King's Supremacy, Recuſants, whether they be Presby-

terians, Independents, Anabaptiſts, or Quakers , The 
Law Names all Recuſants; and indeed ſuch They are , 
and Not Proteſtants. 

For, as in the Church of Rome , no man is counted 
a Papiſt, but onely he who declares for the Pope's 
Supremacy ; So in the Church of England, no man is, 
nor ought to be reckoned, a Proteſtant, but onely he, 
who, in Thought, Word and Deed, is for the Xing's 
Supremacy, as above ſtated : 


Theſe things being Premiſed, 

We are of Opinion , That the Reconci/er has Miſ-

' "That the firſt Presbyterian Confiſtory, erefted in 
Oppoſition to Monarchy and Epiſcopacy, that ever we +. 
heard of, was firſt in Gexeva, Setled by Calviz and 
Beza. | | 
And the Firſt Presbyteriaw Confiſtory Setled in Scoz- 
land, was by Fohn Knox, who came from Geneva, and 
brought from thence the Platform of 

Presbytery. 


And the Firſt Presbyterian Confiſtory, that ever was _ —_ 
in England, was held at Wandſworth in Surrey, Anno CR 
Dom. 1572. Z-Cc le 

And moſt of the Chief Men of this Presbyterian _ _= , 
Confiſtory (which was the Firf#-Born of all Presbytery 
in England) came from- Geneva, eſpecially Mr. 7ho. 
Cartwright, and Walter Travers, who both meeting 
with diſcontents in 7rinity College in Cambridge, 
travelled to Geneva, and there were Catechiſed in the 
Presbyterian Do&rineand Diſcipline. And Mr.7ravers, G.6.cs. zip. 
after he had left Geneva, went to Antwerp, and there 2-237- 
having received Ordination of the Presbyterians, upon-. 
| his return, he in Eng/and bitterly exclaimed againſt 
the Epiſcopal Government of our Charch, as then 
eſtabliſhed in Queen Elizabeths Reign. 

Thus Geneva and Antwerp gave the firſt Breath to 
Presbytery in England and Scotland. 

And that all theſe Presbyterzaz Confiftories, in their 
very firſt Foundation and EreQtion, were againſt Mo- 
narchy and Regal Supremacy, is evident, trom John 
Calvin the Primo-Pater of them all, who has openly 
in Print, Declared his Judzment in Two Remarkable 
Points concerning Xingly Government -

Enox, for the King's Supremacy, did declare , That he 


was wonderfully pleaſed and fatisfied with the faid 
Arguments, though (as he reports in his Z7i/ory, 1.7. 
P.497:) The Scotch Miniſters then preſent at Court, 
were grieved at Heart, to hear their Scotch-Presbyte-

And that Z/ngodly Prizes, ſuch 
as are all Popi/h. Princes,ate no leſs enemiesto ChriFf, 
than was Nero, &c. And there in Scot the ſaid 
Knox ſet up his Scotch-Kirk and Presbyterian Confiſto- 
ry , which aſſumed to its ſelt.a Power over Kinps, to 
that Degree, as that Xing Femes the Sixth of 'Scor- 
land, and Firſt of Emgland ( who knew them too 
well to truſt them) ſaid, He would never admit of 
terian Government in England, left every 
Fack _ Zow in the Coxſetory ſhould Cenfure Him 
and his Council, as they had done in Scotland.

Back, Breaft, and Head-piece, enter Loudox-ſtreets , 
crying, King Feſus,' King Jeſus: threatning preſent 
Death to all thoſe that would not yield, and ſide with 
him for K. Feſas. And ſuch was their Madneſs as that 
they. believed ; That they, and the reſt of their own 
judgment, were called by the Spirit of God, to re- 
form the wicked, A4nti-chriſtzan World, and to make 
all the Earthly Powers ( which they called Babylon ) 
ſubſervient to the Xingdom of Feſus.

« it pleaſed God, that this Religious Traytour was 
© overcome in Battel, and deſervedly executed for 
« his Treaſon.

which advice they (within the time) did follow, and

And farther, under the Moſaical Law, God Him- 
ſelf, and Moſes by his Command, Impoſed many 
indifferent and unneceſſary things, as neceſſary condi- 
tions of Church Communion, ſach as All or moſt of the 
Levitical Rites and Ceremonies were, whoſe obſerva- 
tion was 1njoyned upon pain of Excammunication, and 
ſometimes of Death, in caſe they were wilfully neg- 
lected.

And God gave Authority not onely to Moſes and 
Aaron, but alfo to other bis Yicegerents, fach as the 
Judges and Fings of his choſen people the Fews to 
inpoſe things Indiffterent as Terms and Conditions 
of Church-Communion, ſuch as the uſe of Bloud, Oz, 
Salt, and other things in their Sacrifices , ſuch as the 
uſe of Gargents, Ephods, Veils and Surplices, and 
Bowings in Divine Worſhip ; Waſhings and Puriffcati- 
oxs of their very Garments. And all manner of Mu- 
fick, ſuch as their Superzours, —_—_ ſuch as King 
David and King Solomon ſhould judge moſt condy-

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The Jmpoſition of Koly-Days is the Impoſing; of a 
thing Indifferent, tor all Days in themſelves are alike. 
And yet, God highly approved of Queen E/thers and 
her Uncle Mordeca?'s Impoſttion of the #oly- Days 
called Perim, upon the People, for ever to be tolemn- 
ly kept, as neceſſary Conditions of Charch-Communi- 
on : And, it .is to be noted, that this /mpofition was 
laid upon the People without .any Command from 
God, in time of Baniſhment, when the Church was 
in Perſecution, yet, even then, in ſuch Czrcamſtaxces as 
thoſe, did Queen Efther uſe her Authority, as to the 
Impoſing of things Indifferent.

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Theſe are fome of the Good circumſtances our 
Churchand State are in, at preſent: And therefore, for 
any man to defire that our preſent Laws, eſpecially 
_ of Uuiformity, haybe altered, it is really to 
deiire, | 

That our preſent Good State and Condition may be 
Altered, eſpecially in the Church , whoſe Good and 
Welfare does, and ought to go hand in hand with that 
of the State. 

And although an- A/:eration of the Eſtabliſhed Laws 
may poſſibly be tor the better, yet, it is an hundred to 
one, but ſuch an A/teratzon may be infinitely . for the 
worſe, if we duely conſider the great Divifiens, Heats, 
Animoſities, and Bloudy-Plots on foot among us,' and 
all under the Pretence of Reformation , and of ſetting 
up 2 more hoty and purer way of Worſhip, than what is 
Eſtabliſhed by Law. 

And therefore, theſe things conſidered, it ſeems to 
be the wiſeſt and ſafeſt way, to keep our preſent Sta- 
tion, and to be what we are, that is, We4 and Proſpe- 
rous ; Leſt, by Changing, we prove to be otherwiſe, 
that is, Coxvulfrve, Sick and Ynſetled in both Church 
and State. | 


Secondly, If we conſider our preſent circumſtances 
as to the 7ime we live in, then, in truth, they are bad 
enough. . | 

For our Church and State, as now eſtabliſhed, have 
Enemies abroad, and ( which is worſe ) at home. 

The times we live in are fullof Deceit and Hypo- 
criſie, of Diviſions and Diſtra&tions: full of Plots and 
Treaſons, And theſe Clandeſtine Treaſons are Hatch- 
ed not onely by Papifts) but alſo by Diſſexters. 


So 
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So that, our King and Governours have no rea] 
Friends, no Tree Trojanes to Truſt unto, but onely the 
Epiſcopal Proteſtants of the Church of England; whoſe 
Honour and Glory it is, that they were never found 
Guilty of any Treaſons or Plots againſt their King and 
his Government. 

And in truth, it is impoſſible, They ſhould ever 
be Di/loyal, unleſs they ſhall renounce their own pro- 
felled Principles, and a&t contrary thereunto : and 
then they would ceaſe to be Epiſcopal Proteſtants. 

Whereas, on the other ſide ; it is impoſſible for the 
other Parties , whether Papiſts or Diſſenters, ever to 
be conſtantly Loyal and FairbfuZ to the King and his 
Goverament, if they ſhall continne to a&t according 
to their own profeſſed Doctrines , as has already 
been proved. 

For, Sinox will ever be a Sinon. And if King Pria- 
mus ſhall hearken to his Advice, Si*oz will perſuade 
him to break down 7roy's Wall, and let inthe 7rejan- Nirgil. #n- 
Horſe, and then in the Night-time of Security, Sinon ©: 
( contrary to his Vows and Promiſes, his Plighted 
Faith and Troth , Sinon) will Betray-the over-credu- 
lous Xing, and the (Ceci furore) Citizens , into the 
hands of the Greczans, and ſet City and all into a 
. Combuſtion. 1 

And as my Lord Yeru/am obſerves, the Woff will 
ever be a Woff, though in Sheeps Clothing : And the 
Fax will ever remain a Fox: No Art nor Argument 
can ever prevail with the oze, to lay aſide his Raver- 
ing and Cruelty; Nor with the 6zher, to lay aſide his 
Deceipt and Cunning. 

And therefore, it can be no part of Prudence, nor 
of Fidelity, in the Shepherd , to let either the Wof or 
the Fox into the Fold _ the Flock, leſt the —

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and the Lambs become a prey to them both, Where- 
fore Queen El/rzabeth , for the preſervation of Peace 
and Good Order in-Church and State, and for. the 


prevention-of -Errour, Hereſie and Schifm, did wiſely | 


make a ſtrict Law for @niformity ; and She Severely 
puniſhed the Rebellious and. Obſtinate Offenders , 
Notwithſtanding their great and earneſt Plea of ten- 
derneſs of Conſcience for their Nox-Conformity. And 
She hayg'd. ſome of the firſt Independents that ever 
were known to be in England, fach as Mr. Barrow, 
Elias Thacker, and John Coping , for their Seditious 
and Treaſonable Practices. 

But to ſhew, that ſhe could be Mercifall, as well as 
Severe , ſhe graciouſly pardoned Mr. Brown the [- 
dependent. ICs 

But our preſent Gratious X7»g, has, in Acts of Mer- 
cy infinitely out-done Queen Eizabeth;for he has fav- 
ed from Death many ot the Presbyterian and Indepen- 
dent-Regicides, and has pardoned the whole Body of 
them for that and other their 7reaſons. 2 q | 

But, becauſe he found, that they , and the reſt of 
their Diſenting-Brethren, were reſtleſs, and by their 


daily Separations made a Dangerous Schiſt” in the 


Church, and as Pernicious a Fattzon in the State, ſet- 
ting up Church againſt Church, Government againſt 
Government,and:thus rendring the Xingdom Divided ; 
Therefore was the- Xing and Governoars forced to 
make Laws, to Reſtrain them, and to bring all things 
into their Priſtine Order and .7niformity. © © 
And forasmuch as the Cauſes and Occaſions of- the 
faid Laws of Uniformity are {till in Being, ” 
- Therefore, the ſaid Laws themſelves ought, in Rea- 
ſon and Prudence, to be continued, and to ſtand fill 


in their tull torce and power. 


And 
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And if our King ſhould execute the Laws of Znifor- 
mity with Rigourand Severity,yet, His Majeſty would 
doe no more than what the /»dependents in New Eng- 
land have done tor the Suppreſſion of Diſſenters among 


themſelves. , 
For they Excommunicate and Baniſh all Anabap- 


_ rafts into Long-Iſland; All Quakers into Road-1ſland, or 


other parts; and all Epiſcopal/-Men they Expell their 
Territories. | 

And it'is not to be forgot, how Severely they dealt 
with Mr. Dunſter, the firſt Maſter of /Zarvey-College 
in Cambridge in New-Englanud , whom the Indepen- 
dents firſt Excommunicated out of their Congregatio- 
nal-Church at Cambridge, then deprived him of his 
Maſterſhip, and Expelled him the faid College, and 
atter all they Baniſhed him and his Wife out of their 
Dominions, upon Suſpicion of his being an Anabaprift, 


or rather, as ſome believe, for his being an Arminiarn, 


and for uttering ſome words in favour of the Church 
of England's Epiſcopacy. | 

Nor may we pals by their Severity towards two or 
three Quakers, whom they Hangd, for returning aſter 
Baniſhment, and for diſturbing their Congregations in 
New-England. 


Thus the Reader may ſee what Strict Laws the 
Diſſenters ( where they have power) do make , for 
maintaining their own Ecclefraſtick Orders and Impo- 
Gtions, and how ſeverely they execute them upon the 
Offenders. 

" And therefore, neither the Dzſſenters (nor the Recon- 
ciler) have any Reaſon to complain of our Xing, for 
want of an Indulgenceand Condeſcention toward them, 


when by executing His Laws for Conformity, He _

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but give them their own Meaſure, and does onely par 
pari referre , Doe to them , as they doe to others. 


This being Granted : We may now from the Premiſ
